At the u rgent request of the 
Brenham C ham ber of Commerce, my 
board of directors gave me two days 
leave of absence to go to Brenham 
and assist them in organizing a build 
ing and loan association.

c h up. The Texas Commercial News 
carried a full page story of my work 
and an editorial on sam e; the Manu­ 
facturers Record of Baltimore 
also 
had an article on it. 
In making these 
visits 
to 
other 
ham bers of commerce 
luncheons, 
banquets and etc., I always make it 
a rule before taking up my subject 
to first tell them all about Bryan 
which I boost everywhere as not one 
of the best, but the best city in Tex­ 
as, and I tell them about our great 
A. and M. College, 
Allen 
Academy 
and Villa Maria, and back 
of 
the 
speakers stand fly pennants of the 
colleges. 
I take 
photographs 
and 
other stuff th at fill the wall space of 
a hall 50 xlOO feet, and the Bryan 
( hamber of Commerce wall directors 
record which I take along, always 
meet with favorable comm ent on the 
splendid cooperation of our board. I 
lave had so m any requests from oth­ 
er secretaries th at I had my friend 
Beacon take a time exposure of the 
directory, and I have sent this on re ­ 
quest to 81 secretaries in Texas and 
Oklahoma. 
I serve as secretary of the Bryan 
Building and Loan Association w ith­ 
out pay and the psst year, have made 
out 4356 receipts which I have col­ 
lected from 379 stockholders, and a 
total amount of Hbout $55,000, keep 
stock of each of three series separ­ 
ate, also interest, and fees; whoa 
anyone wants to sell their stock 
or 
w ant to buy stock, same when they 
w ant to build a home, and not a day 
paseos th at I don’t explain the build­ 


ing and loan to someone, and often I 
do this over the phone b k night 
or 
they come to my home, and also on 
Sundays; and as yet I have never re­ 
fused to explain to an y one who in­ 
quired. 
In March 1922 
the 
board 
of directors of the Building and Loan 
Association decided to p ut on anoth­ 
er series of 1260 shares or $250,000 
stock; the week preceeding the day 
of sale April 6th, I w ent to A. and M. 
College where I explained the plan to 
d ifferen t groups of college m en; al­ 
so w ent in the stores during the day 
and explained to any one who was 
in te re ste d ; the Dixie and Queen 
pic­ 
tu res shows every night fo r a week, 
and addressed 200 K nights of Pythias 
at th eir hall, and on April 6th, 1922, 
betw een the hours of 8 a. rn. to 5 p. 
rn., or eight hours I not only sold the 
1250 shares of $250,000, 
bu t 
over­ 
sold same by $32,500. 
I assisted in the arrang em en t 
and 
entertainm ent 
fo r 
Hood’s 
Brigade 
Reunion, and spent the entire time 
of the two days, righ t 
with 
these 
grand Old V eterans, so th a t I might 
render them every possible attention 
and in behalf of the B ryan Chamber 
of Commerce I not only invited them 
to hold th eir 1923 reunion in Bryan 
but th eir reunions fo r all time to 
come; had charge of the night e n te r­ 
tain m en t on Main street, w here was 
pulled off 
a 
novel 
entertainm ent, 
which was hugely enjoyed by the 
Dear Old V eterans, and as they ex­ 
pressed it, “ The happiest affa ir in 
the history of their reunion.” 
Assisted in the 
arran gem en t 
and 
entertainm ent given at 
the 
Bryan 
Fin F eath er Club to the 700 teachers 
attending 
the 
T eachers’ 
Institute, 
and made fo r this occasion 70 gallons 
of punch, at a saving to the Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce of $42. Served as 
Business M anager 
of 
Bryan 
High 
School Athletic Association, and at 
every game played by Bryan High, 
I was a t the gate to get in the coin; 
went with 
the 
team 
to 
Caldwell, 
Beaumont, Marlin; kept the affairs 
of the association in such shape as 
to show every peny taken in, and 
paid out, who paid to and w hat for. 
Looked after the sales of season tick­ 
ets and put on a tag day fo r the 
team. 
Advertised the Southern Pa­ 
cific Agricultural T rain which was in 
Bryan in December by w riting letters 
to all parts of the county, sending 
circulars, and w riting story for B ry­ 
an Weekly Eagle; attended the lun­ 
cheon on the train given by Mr. Mc­ 
Gregor, 
Industrial 
A gent 
of 
the 
Southern Pacific. 
Edited page three 
of the Bryan Weekly Eagle from the 
29th of August, 1922, up until this 
date and to be continued until sec­ 
ond week in February. 
I have helped 
the farm ers of Brazos county and 
from other counties sell their farm 
products here on the local m arket, 
and one very concrete example of 
this work, when I was at Millican 
fair in conversation with party th at 
had honey on exhibit, said he could 
not sell it, but I found out he had 
not been to Bryan, and I persuaded 
him to give us a trial, which he did 
and was so successful th at he has 
made three trips here with his honey, 
and said he always trades where he 
sells his stuff. 
As the committee on 
Advertising and Soliciting is a se­ 
cret committee, appointed 
by 
the 
president, and I serve as chairman 
of said committee, and all advertis­ 
ing and soliciting before receiving an 
endorsem ent from 
this 
committee, 
must first be subm itted to me and 
I in turn submit same to the three 
other members of committee, and if 
same is satisfactory, I issue an en­ 
dorsem ent; and the plan is th at when 
the party does not have this endorse­ 
ment, the business m an does not give 
him any advertising or funds; and I 
say to you gentlem en, th at if you 
will stand by this comm ittee we will 
break up this fake advertising and 
soliciting which is so ram pan t in Tex- 
, as and other states, b ut we have al­ 
most broken it up in Bryan. 
During 
, the past year we have given endorse­ 
ments to 12 propositions and refused 
* endorsements to 47; this was just 
J for advertising alone, 
and 
doesn’t 
count fake solicitors we turn ed down 
to the num ber 46, the parties on ad­ 
vertising wanted to raise on each pro­ 
position from $150 to $400, or say 
$275 average, and on 67 propositions 
would mean $12,925, but of course 
they couldn’t begin to sell all of this 
advertising, but you do away with 
this committee and tu rn this 47 slick 
fakers lose, and they will out-talk 
you business men fo r a t least 50 per 
cent, which alone would be $6462, 
and even if they only got 25 per 
cent would m ean $3231. 
We have 
absolutely broken up these fake so­ 
licitors for magazines, fashion books, 
farm papers and such. 
We abso­ 
lutely refuse to give them an en ­ 
dorsement. 
I have carefully inves­ 
tigated their credentials and have as 
yet never found any of them that 
was willing to wire for reference. 
On last circus day eight of these 
fakers were operating on Main street. 
I hunted up City Marshall Martin and 
in a few minutes the entire bunch 
were in my office, and when I ques­ 
tioned them closely and told them I 
would give an endorsem ent if they 
would wire any bank and show us 
who they were, they simply sneaked 
out and quit; and we saved the ne­ 
groes who were the only ones they 
were trying to put over their crooked 
schemes on suveral hundred dollars; 
another fake proposition th at is be­ 
ing worked on 
the 
public 
is 
this 
scholarship scheme of boys and girls, 
many of the girls long past 25 years 
of age. 
They travel in groups of 
four or five boys and same num ber 
of girls. 
They have came to my of­ 
fice in droves w anting the endorse­ 
ment, when I question them closely 
and they refuse to give me satisfac­ 
tory reference, they say “ O, well we 
will go to another town, but instead 
have struck right out for the resi­ 
dence district to work our women 
folks; so to break thi« up I went be­ 
fore the Bryan W om an's club and 
after 
explaining 
the 
proposition, 
many of the ladies stated th at thoy , 
had ordered magazines from these 
solicitors hut never have received 
sam e; and they voted to not give any 
more orders unless the solicitor held 
the endorsem ent from the advertising 
and soliciting 
com m ittee; 
the 
laat 
crew th at was here tried the resi 


dence district but didn't have any 
luck. 
Several of the ladies phoned 
me and asked if we had endorsed the 
proposition. 
These solicitors said we 
had. 
I simply told the good women 
to make him show the endorsement. 
I have a letter from a large publish­ 
ing company saying th a t no one is 
authorized to solicit for them unless 
they had .signed credentials, yet these 
boys and girls working for scholar­ 
ships have solicited and gotten or­ 
ders fo r this magazine, and not one 
copy has been delivreed; they get $1 
down unless you w ant to pay a years 
subscription in advance, 
and 
with 
tears in their ayes they tell you how 
they need this scholarship and re 
ceive m any yearly subscriptions. You 
ask them what school they are going 
to and they are always going to the 
school that will please you, fo r they 
find out first w hat denomination you 
are; and on investigation I find th at 
one solicitor told of five different 
schools she was going to.
